City adopts new budget 


The City of Albany has a new budget in place 
for the 2014-15 fiscal year following action taken 
last Tuesday, June 10 by city council with all mem¬ 
bers present. 

Council members had plenty of time to review 
and crunch the numbers, after having been present¬ 
ed the proposed budget at its May meeting. They 
subsequently approved the document on first read¬ 
ing early this month and then officially adopted it 
last week. 

The total budget—which is approximately 
$400,000 under the amount of the 2013-14 budget, 
is $3,954,317.00. The bulk of that amount is in the 
water and waste water areas, which takes in over 
$2.7 million. 

The general fund total of estimated receipts and 
expenditures is $1,056,900.00. There was $62,217 
in carryover funds from the present year’s budget. 

The general fund breakdown in expendi¬ 
tures per department includes: General Govern¬ 
ment, $232,850; Police Department, 542,247; 


Fire Department, $189,620; Street Department, 
$251,400.00. Counting $50,000 from the Munic¬ 
ipal Aid Fund for repairs and upgrades, the total 
general government amount is $1,216,117.00. 

The waste water utilities budget for the coming 
year is $349,600. 

The water utilities budget is $2,388,600 with a 
combined water utilities and waste water utilities 
total of $2,738,200.00 

The budget does contain small salary increases 
for city employees as well as an increase of $2,500 
in revenue for the recreational park, from $$10,000 
this year to $12,500 in the coming year. 

After reviewing the budget as presented, coun¬ 
cil members recommended no changes and last 
week, on a motion by councilman James “Smitty” 
Smith and seconded by councilman Leland Hicks, 
unanimously approved final reading. 

The next regular meeting of Albany City Coun¬ 
cil is scheduled for Tuesday, July 1 at 5 p.m. at city 
hall and is open to the general public. 


July 4 celebration will 
have expanded schedule 


One of the primary late spring, early summer 
attractions in this area, the Clinton County Fair, is 
still well underway, but within just two weeks fol¬ 
lowing its conclusion, another major summer event 
will be on tap, that being the annual Chamber of 
Commerce Independence Day fireworks show. 
Once again, the fireworks display and other events 
will take place at Mountain View Park. 

The Chamber, in conjunction with the Recre¬ 
ation Park Board has been working over the past 
few months to put together a fun filled afternoon 
and evening of events that will provide entertain¬ 
ment for people of all ages and have released a 
schedule of events to take place at the park on Fri¬ 
day, July 4th. 

With the holiday falling on a weekend—and if 
the weather cooperates—a large number of specta¬ 
tors are expected to be on hand throughout the ap¬ 
proximate six and a-half-hour program that begins 
at mid-afternoon, leading up to the fireworks. 


The event was first held at the park last year and 
was deemed a success, despite the continuous on 
and off rain throughout the day and night leading 
up to the fireworks show. Also, events last year be¬ 
gan in the morning hours but this year, board mem¬ 
bers opted to narrow the time of the event down 
somewhat and add more attractions to allow more 
people to take part. 

Also this year, there will be a couple of return¬ 
ing events plus a couple of new ones being tried 
out. 

All events leading up to the fireworks display 
will begin around 3 p.m., including the second an¬ 
nual car show that will run from 3-6 p.m. Entry 
fee is $10 with the first 50 vehicles receiving dash 
plates. Over 30 trophies (up to four feet tall) will be 
awarded at 5 p.m.

School board meets twice 


Clinton County Board of Education, after can¬ 
celling its regular meeting earlier this month, held 
two call meetings within a four day period from 
late last week through early this week. The second 
of the call meetings, held Monday evening, June 
16 with all members present, was in lieu of the can¬ 
celled regular meeting from June 9 and contained 
several items of business. 

At Monday’s meeting, the board approved a 
family medical leave of absence for Marcy Aaron 
from May 9 through May 28 and a maternity leave 
for Jessica Conner from April 21 through June 
2. On the same motion, by Junior Cecil, they ap¬ 
proved claims and bills and between meeting dis¬ 
bursements. 

Finance officer Mike Reeves then gave a brief 
finance report, noting the school district was on 
target financially and was operating in the black 
as the fiscal year comes to a close at the end of the 
month. He also noted several programs were being 
closed out at the fiscal year’s end. 


Under personnel report, several announcements 
were made, including:

More file in non-partisan races 


The number of additional can¬ 
didates on the November general 
election ballot will be small, with 
only a handful on nonpartisan 
races appearing this year—and 
some districts will see no addi¬ 
tional candidates at all, except 
those in two school board races 
and all city precincts. 

The number of candidates 
to file in the non-partisan races, 
however, have increased some¬ 
what over the past two weeks, as 
three additional candidates have 
filed, bringing the total number 


of local non-partisan candidates 
to four. Three of those are seek¬ 
ing city government positions. 

Filing since last report include 
incumbent fifth district school 
board member Kevin Marcum, 
who will be seeking re-election 
for a second term. The district 
is comprised of Snow, Piney 
Woods and Nora precincts. No 
candidate has filed yet in district 
one, which include the precincts 
of Hayes-Maupin and South Al¬ 
bany. 

The first candidates have also 


filed for one of six seats to be 
filled on the Albany City Coun¬ 
cil, including Leland Hicks and 
Frankie Stockton, both long¬ 
term incumbents. All four candi¬ 
dates who have filed thusfar are 
current office holders. 

The deadline to file a petition 
with the intent to seek office for 
either of the school board seats, 
the office of mayor or a seat on 
the city council is now less than 
two months away—August 12 at 
4 p.m.

• Smoking is a cause of type 2 diabetes mellitus and can make it 
harder to control. The risk of developing diabetes is 30-40 percent higher 
for active smokers than nonsmokers. 

• Smoking causes general adverse effects on the body. It can cause 
inflammation and adverse effects on immune function. 

• Smoking is a cause of rheumatoid arthritis.

KSP warns of leaving 
children in hot cars 
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The Kentucky State Police 
remind parents not to leave a child 
alone in a hot car as temperatures 
in the Bluegrass are on the rise. 
It may seem like common sense, 
but every year law enforcement 
agencies answer calls about 
unattended children in vehicles. 
The National Safety Council 
(NSC) reports that nine children 
have already died in 2014 from 
being left in hot cars across the 
U.S. 

An ongoing study by San 
Francisco State University 
estimates that since 1998, there 
have been 615 heatstroke deaths 
of children left in vehicles, an 
average of 38 deaths per year. 
Most of those deaths were 
children under the age of two- 
years. 

In 2000, Kentucky passed 
“Bryan’s Law,” which makes 
a person liable for second- 
degree manslaughter or first- 
degree wanton endangerment 
for leaving a child younger than 
eight years of age in a motor 
vehicle where circumstances 
pose a grave risk of death. The 
law was named after 11-month 
old Bryan Puckett, who died July 
13, 1999 after being left in a hot 
car by his babysitter. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. Michael 
Webb says most people know the 
dangers of leaving a child in a hot 
car, but each year these senseless 
tragedies continue to occur. 

“A child’s body heats up three 
to five times faster than that 
of an adult,” says Webb. “The 
temperature inside a car can 
rise 19 degrees in 10 minutes. 
Together, this can be deadly in a 
very short period of time.” 

Kentucky’s last reported 
death from a child being left 
in a car was during 2012 in 
Louisville. The NSC reports that 
44 children died last year from 
vehicular heatstroke in the U.S. 

Webb offers the following 
safety tips: 

• Never leave a child in an 
unattended car, even with the 
windows down. 

• Be sure that all occupants 
leave the vehicle when unloading. 
Don ’t overlook sleeping babies. 

• Always lock your car. If a 
child is missing, check the car 
first, including the trunk. Teach 
your children that vehicles are 
never to be used as a play area. 

• Keep a stuffed animal in the 
car seat and when the child is 
put in the seat place the animal

in the front with the driver as a 
reminder. 

• Place your purse or 
briefcase in the back seat as a 
reminder that you have your 
child in the car. 

• Make ‘look before you leave ’ 
a routine whenever you get out of 
the car. 

Webb says while a person will 
face criminal charges for leaving 
a child in a car, the pain and guilt 
from making such a mistake will 
last far longer. 

KSP asks citizens to keep 
an eye out for children left in 
vehicles on hot days and to call 
911 if they think the occupant is 
in danger.

He and his wife, Sharon, lived 
in Hopkinsville for a couple of 
years and worked with some 
youth there before Williams en¬ 
tered a one-year intensive pro¬ 
gram at the University of Ken¬ 
tucky where he could earn his 
masters and his certification to 
teach. 

“I lived in Lexington a couple 
of years before I got the job in 
Casey County,” he said.

A local man was killed in a 
single-vehicle crash in Putnam 
County two weekends ago. 

Tennessee Highway Patrol 
reported Ryan D. Laurie, 18, of 
Cookeville, was killed when his 
1996 Ford Ranger pickup truck 
crashed down an embankment on 
Green Mountain Road in Putnam 
County Saturday, June 7. He was 
a 2013 graduate of Livingston 
Academy. 

Laurie reportedly was the 
only person involved in the 
crash. The THP report narrative 
said he was trying to negotiate 
a curve when he lost control of 
the pickup truck, running off the 
right side of the road. 

The narrative said, “An on¬ 
coming vehicle said the subject 
swerved to the right and over 
corrected, ran off the right side of 
the roadway. At the time the vehi¬ 
cle started to rotate counterclock¬ 
wise and slid across the road into 
oncoming traffic. Vehicle #1 (the 
Ranger) then struck a tree off the 
right side of the roadway, hit an¬ 
other tree, then overturned down 
an embankment where he rolled 
one to one and-a-half times.” 

The THP report said Laurie 
was wearing his seat belt at the 
time of the crash. However, it 
was the investigating trooper’s 
opinion that fact did not make a 
difference in the likely outcome 
of the crash. 

Green Mountain Road con¬ 
nects Spring Creek Road near 
Rickman with Brotherton Moun¬ 
tain Road near Algood. Much of 
the road is steeply inclined and 
surrounded by forest.

A Wayne County man 
charged with arson in connec¬ 
tion with last month’s fire in 
the county attorney’s office has 
made his first court appearance. 

James Rigney, Jr., 18, was 
arraigned in Wayne District 
Court on Monday, June 16, and 
he entered a plea of not guilty. 

During the proceeding, a 
public defender was appointed to 
represent Rigney. 

A preliminary hearing in the 
case has been set for June 25 at 
1 p.m. in Wayne District Court. 

Rigney was arrested on June 
4 and charged with arson second 
degree, burglary second degree, 
theft by unlawful taking under 
$500 and tampering with physi¬ 
cal evidence. 

The charges stem from a 
suspicious fire that occurred 
May 22 at the Columbia Avenue 
office of Wayne County Attorney 
Tom Simmons. 

Firefighters were called to 
the scene of the fire at about 4:30 
a.m. on May 22. 

Kentucky State Police and 
the Fire Marshal’s Office were 
on the scene several hours later 
to begin the investigation that re¬ 
sulted in Rigney’s arrest. 

Rigney remains lodged in 
the Wayne County Detention 
Center on a $25,000 cash bond.

Monticello Police Chief 
Ralph Miniard stated that the or¬ 
dinance applies to anyone under 
the age of 18, and it requires that 
parents be responsible for their 
children’s whereabouts and ac¬ 
tivities. 

The curfew hours set by the 
ordinance are from 12 midnight 
through 6 a.m., Saturday and 
Sunday and 11 p.m. until 6 a.m., 
Monday through Friday. 

The ordinance explains that 
it will be unlawful for any parent 
or guardian with legal custody of 
a minor to allow the minor to be 
or remain at a public assembly, 
building, place or highway in the 
city. 

The ordinance is aimed at 
keeping minors off the streets 
during inappropriate times and 
out of mischief. There are a 
number of exceptions which al¬ 
low reasonable and appropriate 
activities with parental supervi¬ 
sion and/or approval. There is 
no violation at any time a minor 
is accompanied by a parent or 
guardian. 

Unsupervised minors roam¬ 
ing the streets at inappropriate 
times is an invitation for children 
to get themselves into trouble 
and becomes a problem for the 
community at large.

Rick Pitino. All your celeb¬ 
rity aside, you could have done 
something extraordinary back 
there in 1992, but chose to ig¬ 
nore extraordinary opportunity 
to save an extraordinary little 
Catholic high school.Why?

Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

Catfish spawn brings 
hot fishing in reservoirs 


Water temperatures are climb¬ 
ing into the upper 70s, sending 
channel catfish to rocky banks in 
reservoirs to spawn. June is one 
of the most productive months to 
fish for them. 

“Channels like crevices 
to spawn such as rocky areas 
or stumpy areas,” said Gerry 
Buynak, assistant director of 
fisheries for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. “They like protect¬ 
ing their eggs in those crevices. 
Catfish are susceptible to bank 
anglers.” 

You don’t need to spend a 
ton for good channel catfish¬ 
ing equipment. A 7- to 9-foot 
long medium-heavy to heavy 
power fiberglass spinning rod 
and matching reel spooled with 
20- to 30-pound abrasion resis¬ 
tant monofilament line will land 
most channel catfish. Many an¬ 
glers use a Vi --ounce egg sinker 
on the main line above a barrel 
swivel with an 18-inch leader of 
20-pound fluorocarbon line. 

A 4/0 circle hook works won¬ 
ders for this style of fishing as 
the catfish can take the bait for 
a long time without fear of a 
deep gut hook. Circle hooks usu¬ 
ally catch a catfish in the corner 
of the mouth. Remember to re¬ 
sist the impulse to set the hook; 
slowly tighten the line until the 
catfish hooks itself. 

Channel catfish are mainly 
bottom scavengers with a highly 
tuned sense of smell. Bait that 
stinks or bleeds works best. The 
low light periods of dusk and 
dark and just before dawn are the 
best times to catch them in June. 

People have used just about 
anything that gives off scent to 
catch channel catfish. Bar soap, 
candy orange slices, offal left 
out in the sun, rancid cheese, fish 
guts and the innards of squirrels 
have all been impaled on a hook 
and cast for channels. 

However, just a few baits 


consistently catch channel cat¬ 
fish in reservoirs: cut pieces of 
shad or skipjack herring, night- 
crawlers, chicken livers, shrimp 
and prepared commercial stink 
or dip baits. Cheap hot dogs 
soaked overnight in syrup made 
from unsweetened strawberry 
Kool-Aid combined with a cou¬ 
ple tablespoons of minced garlic 
make really productive channel 
cat bait. 

Reservoirs across Kentucky 
hold excellent populations of 
channel catfish with good bank 
fishing. The big twins of west 
Kentucky, Kentucky Lake and 
Lake Barkley have arguably the 
best population of these fish in 
the state. 

“We used to catch many chan¬ 
nel catfish from big boulder out¬ 
crops on Lake Barkley in June,” 
Buynak said. “We caught them 
on nightcrawlers.” 

In addition to rocky banks 
and points, the softball-sized rip¬ 
rap rock used to armor the bank 
around marinas on both of these 
lakes holds June channel catfish. 
The riprap around bridge ap¬ 
proaches also hold fish. 

The tailwater areas of both 
of these lakes have consistently 
productive channel catfishing 
with excellent bank access. Cut 
shad or skipjack herring fished 
on the riprap that armors the 
bank just below both dams pro¬ 
duces channel cats nearly year 
round. 

Central Kentucky’s Taylors¬ 
ville Lake has several excellent 
bank fishing spots for channel 
catfish. Maj. Shane Carrier, as¬ 
sistant director of law enforce¬ 
ment for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife, patrolled the lake for 
years as a conservation officer. 

“The area around Van Buren 
Boat Ramp and Chowning Lane 
Boat Ramp are good June spots,” 
he said. “There is riprap around 
those ramps and rocky shore¬ 


lines as well and they catch a lot 
of fish.” He also recommends the 
ADA accessible fishing platform 
at Possum Ridge Boat Ramp for 
channel cats. 

Carrier said anglers catch 
many catfish from the face of the 
dam on Taylorsville. A parking 
lot and bathroom facilities await 
anglers there, but they must ne¬ 
gotiate a steep hill. 

Barren River Lake in south¬ 
ern Kentucky holds an excel¬ 
lent population of large channel 
catfish. Anglers should target 
rocky shorelines with chicken 
livers, stink bait or strawberry 
and garlic soaked hotdogs. Bank 
anglers may fish at Barren River 
State Resort Park, Quarry Road 
Recreation Area near the dam, 
the Tailwater Recreation Area 
just below the dam and at the 
Port Oliver Boat Ramp. Port Oli¬ 
ver has ADA accessible fishing 
structures and lot of bank fishing 
room. The Barren River Lake 
Wildlife Management Area in 
the Peter’s Creek Arm also has a 
fishing pier and bank fishing. 

Dewey Lake and Yatesville 
Lake in east Kentucky both have 
burgeoning populations of chan¬ 
nel catfish. Target flats near the 
channel in the upper section of 
Dewey Lake. Jenny Wiley State 
Resort Park offers a wealth of 
bank fishing in this part of the 
lake. 

Yatesville Lake also holds 
impressive numbers of channel 
catfish. The riprap lined banks 
near the Yatesville Lake State 
Park Marina hold June channel 
catfish as does the fishing jetty 
near the marina. 

Maj. Carrier reminds anglers 
they may not fish from ramps or 
their courtesy docks. 

Get out now and catch some 
channel catfish. They bite will¬ 
ingly all summer long and taste 
fantastic.

The Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet (KYTC) recently 
announced an online version of 
the Graduated Driver License 
course for teaching safe driving 
techniques to beginning drivers. 

The online program 
represents a fourth option for 
completing the course, which 
is required before a learner’s 
permit can be replaced with an 
unrestricted driver’s license. 

Until now, three options were 
available: 

• A four-hour Graduated 
Driver License course provided 
by KYTC in the driver’s home 
county. The course is offered 
for free, and at least two courses 
are held per year in each of the 
state’s 120 counties. 

High school driver’s 
education course or a similar 
course offered by a Kentucky 
community college, vocational 
School or Job Corps. 

• Private driver training 
course at a driver training school 
approved by the KYTC Division 
of Driver Licensing. 

The new, fourth option is an 
online course administered by I 
Drive Safely, a driver education 
website. 

“Our hope is to make options 
available for every situation,” 
said Rodney Kuhl, KYTC 
commissioner of the Department 
of Vehicle Regulation. “We 
understand people have busy 
schedules, and this new online 
option just adds another 
convenient way for those 
struggling to find time for our 
classroom course.” 

The online course, which 
costs $15, takes about four hours 
to complete. The course can be 
taken when convenient for the 
driver and at the driver’s own 
pace, as long as the course is 
completed within 270 days of 
the initiated login. The money 
charged for the course is collected 
by the website administering the 
course, not the state. 

Nearly 35,000 students take 
the Graduated Driver License 
course each year. Students taking 
the online course may have 
to wait 24 to 48 hours before 
completion of the course shows 
up on their driving records. But 
after the course is complete, a 
confirmation email will be sent 
to the student. The course is 
available online at http://teen. 
idrivesafely.com/Kentucky/. 

Once drivers have completed 
the course, along with other 
requirements under Kentucky’s 
Graduated Driver License 
Law, they are eligible for an 
unrestricted driver’s license. 
Guidelines for the state’s 
Graduated Driver License 
Law can be found online at 
transportation.ky.gov/Driver- 
Licensing/Pages/Graduated- 
Driver-Licensing-Program.aspx. 

Commissioner Kuhl said the 
public’s interest in online driver 
training became apparent after 
launch of an online version of 
State Traffic School for drivers 
cited for traffic violations. 

“The online Graduated 
Driver License Course is a 
logical extension of our services 
and another way to increase 
convenience for those looking 
for classes,” Commissioner Kuhl 
said.

AES counselor to AES teach¬ 
er; Ashley McWhorter from 
CCECC teacher to middle 
school teacher; Tyonia Sinclair 
from PEP Grant Coordinator, 
district-wide to ECC and CCHS 
teacher; and Allison Thrasher 
from CCMS part-time counselor 
and Title Specialist part-time to 
CCMS curriculum specialist. 

After approving the annual 
policy/procedures updates rec¬ 
ommended by the Kentucky 
School Boards Association, the 
board approved bids on supplies, 
with the option to use Kentucky 
Department of Education bids 
when state bids are at a lower 
rate. 

Bids approved Monday in¬ 
cluded Booth for fire extinguish¬ 
ers; Tyco Simplex Grinnell for 
First Aid kits; Norvex Supply for 
janitorial supplies and Somerset 
Termite and Pest Control for pest 
control products. 

Following approval of mem¬ 
bership renewal with the Green 
River Regional Educational Co¬ 
operative, the board voted to en¬ 
ter into a contract with the Lake 
Cumberland District Health De¬ 
partment for 2014-15 to place a 
health department employed reg¬ 
istered nurse at Albany Elemen¬ 
tary and Early Childhood Center 
at $20,000 per position. 

The board then voted to ap¬ 
prove Forward Edge Associates, 
the district’s current provider, to 
do drug testing for students and 
employees for the coming year 
and renewed their membership 
with the Kentucky Chamber 
of Commerce at $1,000 for the 
2014-15 school year. According 
to finance director Reeves, dis¬ 
tricts which are state Chamber 
members receive discounts on 
insurance of around four to five 
thousand dollars annually. 

After approving the KDE 
District Assurances (which guar¬ 
antees state funds will be used as 
directed) for the 2014-15 year, 
the board opted to abolish some 
positions, including Director 
of Elementary and Secondary 
School Counseling position and 
two counselor positions due to a 
decrease in funding from the Ele¬ 
mentary and Secondary Counsel¬ 
ing Program and the PEP Grant 
Project Director position due to a 
decrease in funding, all effective 
June 30. Also abolished was the 
Truancy Officer position. 

On a motion by board member 
Goldie Stonecipher, the board 
voted to ratify contract terms for 
district-wide Security Officer for 
eight (8) hours per day at $14.32 
per hour, 186 days per year; and, 
on a motion by Cecil, approved 
the instructional day schedule 
(bus pickup/dropoff times) for 
the 2014-15 year, all to remain 
unchanged for each school. 

The board then approved an 
adjustment to the 2014-15 school 
calendar, making August 20 an 
instructional day for students, 
rather than a professional day for 
staff, although teachers can still 
attend training conference and it 
not be counted as a missed day. 
With the change, the closing day 
of school on next year’s calendar 
is May 20, and last day for stu¬ 
dents, May 18, with all dates be¬ 
ing tentative. 

Director of Pupil Personnel 
Julie York then presented the 
end-of-year attendance report for 
the 2013-14 school year. 

Attendance, for the third year 
in a row district-wide was up 
slightly, standing at 93.97. This 
compares to 93.45 the previous 
year and 93.3 percent in 2011-12. 
Two schools, Albany Elemen¬ 
tary and Clinton County Middle 
School met their goals this past 
year for attendance. 

Overall attendance per school 
was 93.51 at the Early Childhood 
Center (their goal is 94.5); 94.56 
at Albany Elementary (their goal 
was 94.5); 94.06 at Clinton Mid¬ 
dle School (their goal was 94.4) 
and 92.78 at CCHS (their goal 
was 93 percent). The district¬ 
wide goal is 94.5 percent. 

Also, overall enrollment was 
up this past school year with 
1,758 students, 36 more than the 
1,722 enrolled at the end of the 
2012-13 school year. 

During the public comment 
period, former CCMS assistant 
principal James Thaxton was al¬ 
lowed to address the board. 

Thaxton presented Superin¬ 
tendent Charlotte Bernard, board 
members, board attorney Lind¬ 
sey Bell and the news media a 
typewritten statement as follows: 

“According to Kentucky Re¬ 
vised Statute 160.350 subsec¬ 
tion 4, your four year contract 
is invalid. Kentucky courts have 
ruled this year that Superinten¬ 
dent contracts must be done 
yearly as outlined by Kentucky 
Revised Statue. As of June 30, 
2014, Charlotte Bernard will 
no longer be Superintendent 


of Clinton County Schools as a 
matter of law. We plan to file suit 
in Clinton Circuit Court chal¬ 
lenging the Board’s contract of 
Superintendent Charlotte Ber¬ 
nard beginning July 01, 2014.” 

Thaxton briefly stated he had 
talked to a few people in the dis¬ 
trict, including the superinten¬ 
dent and felt his dismissal was 
a result of the concerns he had, 
saying he felt the students, par¬ 
ents and teachers deserve better. 


He further referenced some al¬ 
legations pertaining to the dis¬ 
trict and referred to himself as a 
“whistle blower.” 

Immediately following Thax¬ 
ton’s comments, the board meet¬ 
ing was adjourned. 

Two items on the agenda were 
tabled to a future meeting, in¬ 
cluding action on school district 
insurance for the 2014-15 school 
year and a presentation from Jeff 
Pharis on Clear Creek Academy. 


At an earlier call meeting held 
last Friday afternoon, June 13, 
only two items of business were 
on the agenda, including a work 
session on insurance and a closed 
session to discuss possible or 
pending litigation. No action was 
taken at that session. 

The next regular meeting of 
the Clinton County Board of Ed¬ 
ucation is scheduled for Monday, 
July 14 and is open to the general 
public.

Hinckley not guilty by reason of insanity 

June 31y 1983 

John W. Hinckley, Jr., who on March 30, 1981, shot President Ronald Reagan and three others out¬ 
side a Washington, D.C., hotel, was found not guilty of attempted murder by reason of insanity. In the 
trial, Hinckley’s defense attorneys argued that their client was ill with narcissistic personality disorder, 
citing medical evidence, and had a pathological obsession with the 1976 film Taxi Driver, in which 
the main character attempts to assassinate a fictional senator. His lawyers claimed that Hinckley had 
watched the movie more than a dozen times, was obsessed with the lead actress, Jodie Foster, and had 
attempted to reenact the events of the film in his own life. The movie, not Hinckley, they successfully 
argued, was the actual planning force behind the events that occurred on March 30, 1981. 

On that day, in front of the Washington Hilton, Hinckley had fired six shots at the president, hitting 
Reagan and three of his attendants, including Press Secretary James Brady, who was shot in the head and 
suffered permanent brain damage. The president was shot in the left lung and the .22-caliber bullet just 
missed his heart. In the aftermath, Hinckley was overpowered and pinned against a wall, and President 
Reagan, apparently unaware that he’d been shot, was shoved into his limousine by a Secret Service agent 
and rushed to the hospital. The president fared well, and after 12 days in the hospital he returned to the 
White House. 

John Hinckley was booked on federal charges of attempting to assassinate the president. He had pre¬ 
viously been arrested in Tennessee on weapons charges. The June 1982 verdict of “not guilty by reason 
of insanity” aroused widespread public criticism, and many were shocked that a would-be presidential 
assassin could avoid being held accountable for his crime. However, because of his obvious threat to 
society, he was placed in St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, a mental institution. In the late 1990s, Hinckley’s at¬ 
torney began arguing that Hinkley’s mental illness was in remission and thus he had a right to return to a 
normal life. Beginning in August 1999, he was allowed supervised day trips off the hospital grounds and 
later was allowed to visit his parents once a week unsupervised. The Secret Service voluntarily monitors 
him during these outings. If his mental illness remains in remission, he may one day be released. 

Picasso exhibited in Paris 

June 34, 1901 

On June 24, 1901, the first major exhibition of Pablo Picasso’s artwork opens at a gallery on Paris’ 
rue Lafitte, a street known for its prestigious art galleries. The precocious 19-year-old Spaniard was at 
the time a relative unknown outside Barcelona, but he had already produced hundreds of paintings. The 
75 works displayed at Picasso’s first Paris exhibition offered moody, representational paintings by a 
young artist with obvious talent. 

Pablo Picasso, widely acknowledged as the dominant figure in 20th-century art, was born in Malaga, 
Spain, in 1881. His father was a professor of drawing and bred Picasso for a career in academic art. He 
had his first exhibit at age 13 and later quit art school so he could experiment full-time with modern art 
styles. He went to Paris for the first time in 1900, and in 1901 he returned with 100 of his paintings, 
aiming to win an exhibition. He was introduced to Ambroise Vollard, a dealer who had sponsored Paul 
Cezanne, and Vollard immediately agreed to a show at his gallery after seeing the paintings. From street 
scenes to landscapes, prostitutes to society ladies, Picasso’s subjects were diverse, and the young artist 
received a favorable review from the few Paris art critics who saw the show. He stayed in Paris for the 
rest of the year and later returned to Paris to settle permanently. 

The work of Picasso, which comprises more than 50,000 paintings, drawings, engravings, sculp¬ 
tures, and ceramics produced over 80 years, is described in a series of overlapping periods. His first 
notable period—the “blue period”—began shortly after his first Paris exhibit. In works such as The Old 
Guitarist (1903), Picasso painted in blue tones to evoke the melancholy world of the poor. The blue pe¬ 
riod was followed by the “rose period,” in which he often depicted circus scenes, and then by Picasso’s 
early work in sculpture. In 1907, Picasso painted the groundbreaking work Les Demoiselles d’Avignon, 
which, with its fragmented and distorted representation of the human form, broke from previous Euro¬ 
pean art. Les Demoiselles d’Avignon demonstrated the influence on Picasso of both African mask art and 
Paul Cezanne and is seen as a forerunner of the Cubist movement founded by Picasso and the French 
painter Georges Braque in 1909. 

In Cubism, which is divided in two phases, analytical and synthetic, Picasso and Braque established 
the modern principle that artwork need not represent reality to have artistic value. Major Cubist works 
by Picasso included his costumes and sets for Sergey Diaghilev’s Ballets Russes (1917) and The Three 
Musicians (1921). Picasso and Braque’s Cubist experiments also resulted in the invention of several new 
artistic techniques, including collage. 

After Cubism, Picasso explored classical and Mediterranean themes, and images of violence and 
anguish increasingly appeared in his work. In 1937, this trend culminated in the masterpiece Guernica, a 
monumental work that evoked the horror and suffering endured by the Basque town of Guernica when it 
was destroyed by German war planes during the Spanish Civil War. Picasso remained in Paris during the 
Nazi occupation but was fervently opposed to fascism and after the war joined the French Communist 
Party. 

Picasso’s work after World War II is less studied than his earlier creations, but he continued to work 
feverishly and enjoyed commercial and critical success. He produced fantastical works, experimented 
with ceramics, and painted variations on the works of other masters in the history of art. Known for his 
intense gaze and domineering personality, he had a series of intense and overlapping love affairs in his 
lifetime. He continued to produce art with undiminished force until his death in 1973 at the age of 91.
